Hopes of Upland 
soon from the WPA 
were dimmed today. 

The 20 men who last week 
were working on the tree trim- 
ming project were called off the 
job. It is the policy of the dis- 
trict office of the WPA not to 
start jobs in the West End until 
the grape harvest season is end- 
ed. For that reason the 20 men 
were called off of the one job 
that had been approved and Rich- 
ard G. Manley, city service man- 
ager, was not optimistic in antic- 
ipating an early resumption of 
work. 

Among the many jobs filed by 
the city is one calling for con- 
struction of a community build- 
ing on the site of the Uplana 
‘American Legion club house. 
One report was to the effect, 
that this project had been ap- 
proved, but an investigation by 
Avery S. Allen, chamber of com- 
merce secretary, revealed that 
the project is meeting with a 
cbstacle and that there is no 
immediate prospect of it being 
approved. ; 

As the projects advance in the 
“red tape’ leading up to the 
final o. k., various announce- 
ments of approval are made by 
the WPA organization. For ex- 
ample, when the San Bernardino 
office approves a local’ WPA 
an announcement iS 
made of that fact. At the San 
Francisco office another an- 
nouncement is made when a 
WPA project is approved. From 
San Francisco the project appli- 
cations are sent to Washington, 
D. C., and when they are ap- 
proved there announcement 18 
made. 

In the opinion of Mr. Manley 
the only approval that means 


anything is the one coming from | 


Washington, D. C. The tree 
trimming project, started under 
the SERA regime, is-the only 
Upland job receiving the 0. k. 
from Washington. Workmen were 
placed on this job laist week, but 
after a few days’ work they were 
recalled and the city advised 
that no more work could be ex- 
pected here until the grape har- 
vest season was over. When the 
harvesting ends the WPA offic- 
jals believe more men will be in 
need of aid. In the meantime 
those men not employed and who 
ere certified as in need of aid, 
receive weekly checks from the 
SERA.
